County Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict has filed a quarterly 
rundown with the Board of 
Supervisors dealing with 
current status of the 1958 
and 1964 storm drain bond 
issue programs, Supervisor 
Warren Dorn said today. 

At the Board’s direction 
the report, prepared by Dis¬ 
trict Chief Engineer Walter 
J. Wood, is filed every three 
months to keep members 
informed about progress on 
the two programs. 

Dorn said a check on July 
1 reveals that plans for ail 
regular projects included in 
the 1958 bond issue have 
been reecived by the District 
for processing. Of these, 183 
out of 184 have been ad¬ 
vertised for bids or built. 

A like percentage of con¬ 
struction fund's has been 
committed or spent on these 
projects. 

The 1958 programs in¬ 
cludes 74 drains authorized 
for funding out of savings 
on regular projects, Dorn 
said. Plans for 91 per cent 
of these have been received, 
78 per cent have been ad¬ 
vertised or built, and 74 
per cent of the funds allo¬ 
cated have been committed 
or spent. 

On an overall basis, plans 
for 97 per cent of the regu¬ 
lar and supplemental pro¬ 
jects have been submitted 
for processing. 93 per cent, 
representing 241 out of the 
258 called for have been ad¬ 
vertised or built. 

$173 million of the total 
construction fund allotment 
of $181 million has been 
spent or committed, the 
Supervisor said. 


The Flood Control District 
has received 86 per cent of 
the projects included in the 
1964 bond program and of 
this total. 67 per cent have 
been built or advertised' for 
bids. 

$88 million out of a total 
of $194 million in' construc¬ 
tion monies have been spent 
or committed. This is up $9 
million over the April report 
and' is due to rise appreci¬ 
ably when some of the lar¬ 
ger and more complex jobs 
go to bid. 

Dorn said plans for the 
various drains are prepared 
by the cities where they are 
to be located and by the 
County Engineer’s Office for 
unincorporated areas. 

They are built by private 
contractors under competi¬ 
tive bid' procedures super¬ 
vised by the Flood Control 
District, Dorn added.

days such a burden might 
he understandable. B,ut 
these are times of general 
properity and unequaled op¬ 
portunity for gainful em¬ 
ployment. No reason exists 
why 10 per cent of the 
country’s population should 
be supported by the tax¬ 
payers. 

Furthermore, as outlined 
by the administration, the 
“family security” plan 
would virtually double the 
cost of existing welfare pro¬ 
grams. 

This, in itself, suggests 
that the plan is without 
merit. The taxpayers are 
faced’ with increasin g 1 y 
heavy burdens on the city, 
county, state and federal 
levels. The last thing they 
need or want is a doubling 
of welfare costs. 

Looking at the proposal 
from the standpoint of prin¬ 
ciple, the plan seems wholly 
wrong. The United States is 
an enterprise country. This 
means that each citizen has 
responsibility for bettering 
himself and making a place 
for himself in the world. A 
subsidized drone population 
simply has no place in the 
American scheme of things. 
It is a feature of a socialist 
society that holds each man 
must look to Big Govern¬ 
ment for his economic de¬ 
velopment and well being. 

Considered from the prac¬ 
tical aspect, the “family 
security” plan undoubtedly 
would lead to the emer¬ 
gence of a vast, new bur¬ 
eaucratic apparatus. Effec¬ 
tive administration of the 
plan would require close 
supervision of aid, but this 
would seem almost impos- 
sibel in view of the millions 
of people involved. 

The administration has 
hit on a clever name in 
“family security program,” 
but informed citizens will 
realize that it is simply the 
old' guaranteed annual wage 
proposal in fancy dress. 

Conservative opposition to 
the subsidy plan should .not 
be described as being of the 
kneejerk type. Dealing real¬ 
istically with, the nation’s 
d'rone population is a press¬ 
ing problem. Many differ¬ 
ent approaches should be 
considered. But the truly 
sound approach, in the 
judgment of most conserva¬ 
tives, involves step-by-step 
cutbacks in welfare a s - 
si stance to able-bodied poor 
people. 

The existence of federal 
aid, whether of the existing 
welfare type or through a 
“family security” plan, is 
what encourages people to 
avoid gainful employment. 
The government should not 
plant the idea that it will 
assume responsibility for 
uplifting people. That re- 


Good Labor Day Omen 


As Labor Day approaches there is hopeful evidence 
that the nation may be entering an era of labor peace. 
Relative peace, perhaps, but in marked contrast to the 
situation in past years. 

The evidence comes from Washington, where a gen¬ 
eral feeling is growing that the Nixon admiinstration 
may have found the key to settlement of labor-manage¬ 
ment disputes without costly delays or destructive strikes. 

Labor Secretary George P. Shultz explains it this 
way. Over the years it has become increasingly easy to 
carry disputes clear up to the White House, with the 
result that neither side makes its best offer to start 
with. That is saved until the issue gels all the way to 
the top, so the dispute drags on and the economy suffers. 

Under the Nixon policy responsibility for settlement 
is kept right where it belongs —■ on the shoulders of the 
disputants. Instead of intervening, the federal govern¬ 
ment mediates. And federal mediators have proved to be 
tough, practical men who keep he bargaining going until 
an agreement is reached. 

That the system works is indicated by the fact that 
during the first five months of 1969 strike idleness 
amounted to 14.3 million man days instead of the 23.5 
million for the same period last year. Crippling walk¬ 
outs in major industries, such as those threatened in 
the railroad signalmen’s and the longshoremen's drive 
for better contracts, were either prevented or brought 
to a quick end. 

What actually seems to be happening, of course, is 
a return to true collective bargaining. And that is a 
good omen to celebrate on this Labor Day.
